IRAN UNDERTAKES ECONOMIC PROGRAM 

The Government of Iran has undertaken a comprehensive economic stabilization 
program which became necessary, in part, because of a growing balance-of-payments 
problem. Part of this program will involve modification of the Iranian schedule of tariffs 
on imported goods, particularly those not considered essential to Iran’s economic develop- 
ment. In order that the Government of Iran might exercise complete freedom of action 
in this field, it requested the United States Government to agree to the mutual termination 
of the Reciprocal Trade Agreement of 1943 between Iran and the United States. The 
President has considered that it is consistent with our friendly relations with Iran to 
agree to the Government of Iran’s request. The exchange of notes porsnenetans the 
United States-Iran Reciprocal Trade Agreement of April 8, 1943, took place on July 27, 
1960 and the termination of the agreement will become effective August 26, 1960. Future 
United States Iran trade relations will be governed by terms of the 1955 Treaty of Amity, 
Economic Relations and Consular Rights, effective, 1957, which contains several pro- 
visions also found in the 1943 trade agreement.

via Cuba, the American Association of Port Authorities finds itself in an 


\ S the world-wide cold trade war penetrates into the Western Hemisphere 


excellent position to prove its importance in Latin and North America. 
We feel that the Cuban picture has helped awaken the average person to the 
importance of international relations, of international trade during the past 
twelve months—probably more than at any other time in modern history. The 


people seem to be alerted to the threat of 
what could happen in the other countries 
embraced by the Monroe Doctrine if every 
possible effort towards unity and inter- 
assistance is not exuded by all concerned. 

We of the AAPA are particularly 
pleased that already we have such a solid 
foundation with the port leaders in the 
Latin American nations. Those of us in 
North America intend to strengthen that 
foundation. 

We know that the United States Gov- 
ernment is pleased with the progress we 
have made in assisting South American 
ports to improve their operations to be- 
come more efficient and to move more 
cargoes. 

owever, let me interrupt momentarily 
here to say that we are not forgetting 
there are other problems and issues in 
which the AAPA is vitally interested and 
is taking an active role. 

We have decided to focus on the Latin 
American issue this time because of its 
international significance to all concerned. 

The American Association of Port Au- 
thorities has been allied with Latin Amer- 
ica since 1921 when a number of dis- 
tinguished officials were named by their 
Governments to become honorary mem- 
bers of the ten-year-old body which had 
become international five years earlier 
— several Canadian ports became affili- 
ated. 

With a 39-year history behind us, the 
AAPA undoubtedly is one of the oldest 
groups linked to the Southern section of 
the Western Hemisphere. 

Those links have been built up over the 
years, until today many of these nations 
belong as corporate members and send 
representatives to our annual conventions. 

ndoubtedly our most vital, direct con- 





tribution is the AAPA’s current capacity 
as a technical advisor to the Permanent 
Technical Committee on Ports of the Or- 
ganization of American States, which has 
gained renewed stature in view of the 
Cuban situation. 

Actually, the Permanent Technical Com- 
mittee on Ports was established at the 
Inter-American Economic and _ Social 
Council of the Organization of American 
States held in Costa Rica in 1957. The 
Committee is composed of seven repre- 
sentatives from 21 nations with officials 
of the AAPA and the AAPA itself serv- 
ing as technical advisors to the committee 
and its members. 

We might point out here that the Costa 
Rica meeting had more dignitaries on 
hand than any other meeting of the OAS 
except where all foreign ministers are 
present. This is proof of the esteem and 
importance given to the operations of the 
council. 

A number of resolutions and a declara- 
tion of policy were adopted at that time. 

One of the most important immediate 
problems of all the countries has been 
that of documents and red tape in ex- 
changing imports and exports. Therefore, 
the Permanent Technical Committee im- 
mediately set up a subcommittee with the 
AAPA as the advisor. That subcommittee 
already has finished an initial draft of its 
work and is checking it over with experts 
in both governments and industry. 

As soon as this is completed, a revised 
draft will be reviewed by the subcommit- 
tee for presentation to the next session of 
the Permanent Technical Committee on 
Ports scheduled for late 1960 or early 
1961.

This meeting should formalize this pro- 
gram so that it can be presented to the 
next International Conference to be held 
in late 1961. After the conference ap- 
proves, the requirements will be placed 
before the member nations for adoption 
and then the individual countries will 
have to ratify these alterations to the 
handling of papers for ships. 

When this finally is completed, ship 
personnel will be able to process their 
papers as rapidly as do the airlines to- 
day. However, there is doubt that the 
maritime industry would be as far ahead 
on this as it is without the work of the 
Permanent Technical Committee and the 
initiative of the American Association of 
Port Authorities, whose members have 
suffered with the red tape for so many 
years. 

As one of the advisors on the subcom- 
mittee for Port Development and Cargo 
Handlimg, the AAPA is working closely 
with the Maritime Cargo Transportation 
Conference, International Labor Organ- 
ization, International Cargo Handling Co- 


| ordination Association, International Bank 


for Reconstruction and Development, and 
the Export-Import Bank. 

In addition to these vital activities, the 
AAPA has been serving as an advisory 
media at port management level to the 
Latin American nations. The Association 
is constantly working in conjunction with 
the World Bank to select personnel and 
qualified consultants to develop port proj- 


| ects underway in the neighboring coun- 


tries. 

In another way, assistance was given 
to Nicaragua, when the Port of Houston 
gladly trained the new manager for 
Corinto for a year. 

Any statement by the President of the 
American Association of Port Author- 
ities would be remiss if reference were 
not made to the current drive by the 
White House and Department of Com- 
merce to increase exports in order to ob- 
tain a balance of trade for the United 
States. 

Who could be more interested in the 
export program than the member ports 
of the AAPA? Certainly, every port is in- 
terested in maintaining a rapid flow of 
freight through its gate every possible 
minute. This means that every effort 
made to increase cargo through its own 
port is a move to help the efforts of the 
U. S. Government. 

With all of this activity, the esteem 
of the AAPA is increasing throughout 
the United States, Canada, and Latin 
America because the importance of ports 
is becoming better recognized and is being 
regarded on a higher plane. All of this 
contributes to the Association’s welfare 
as well as to the welfare of each port and 
its country.

An aggressive and determined seven-man 
New Hampshire State Port Authority last 
month took new steps to prepare the har- 
bor at Portsmouth and the Piscataqua 
River for a new, major role in New England 
shipping as a free port. Armed by a unani- 
mous vote of Gov. Wesley Powell and Gov- 
ernor’s Council with the right to exercise 
an option on seven acres of Boston & Maine 
Railroad property on Noble’s Island and 
the Market street area, the Authority 
swings into action backed also by legisla- 
tion authorizing a $1,000,000 bond issue 
that will enable the Port Authority to con- 
struct docking and material handling fa- 
cilities at a massive pier capable of berth- 
ing at least four of the largest ocean-going 
vessels with room also for smaller ships. 
The legislation at the last session also 
paved the way for the Port Authority to 
make Portsmouth a free port, giving the 
Granite State a harbor with similar status 
to that at Staten Island, N. Y. 


Overseas import tonnage shipped via the 
St. Lawrence Seaway and received at the 
Port of Chicago in June amounted to 53,956 
short tons, it was reported by John K. 
Langum, vice president of the Business 
Research and Statistics Division of the 
Chicago Association of Commerce and In- 
dustry, and president of Business Econom- 
ics, Inc. Total tonnage of imports, since 
the arrival of the first overseas ship on 
April 26, through June of this year 
amounted to 102,437 short tons, which com- 
pares with 114,476 tons in 1959. Langum 
pointed out that a 20-day stevedore strike 
ending June 6 curtailed port activities and 
accounted for the lag in import tonnage. 


Final computation reveals that the Port 
of San Francisco cleared the highest profit 
from port operations in 15 years for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1960. Port Di- 
rector Rae F. Watts said the net operating 
profit of $640,495 topped that of all fiscal 
years since 1945. The 1957 fiscal year profit 
of $716,645 included $350,000 for the sale 
of a property easement, leaving $366,645 
as actual operating profit for that year, 
Watts said. The state-owned port, which 
is completely self-supporting, has shown 
a profit in nine of the last 15 fiscal years. 
The high-water mark was the war year of 
fiscal 1945, when a profit of 1,232,956 was 
ena oe The port lost close to a million 
dollars for fiscal 1948—its lowest postwar 
period. (The figure was $992,209 in the 
red.) Since 1956 a profit has been regis- 
tered each year. The figures were: 1956, 
$50,259; 1967, $716,645; 1958, $17,531; and 
1959, $239,819.

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


TRADE AGREEMENT WITH IRAN TERMINATED—The United States and Iran 
have agreed to terminate as of August 26, 1960, the reciprocal trade agreement they 
concluded in 1943 and put into effect on June 28, 1944 (T.D. 51067). Because of this 
termination, the duty on the certain articles may revert to the statutory rates provided 
in the Tariff Act of 1930, in view of the fact that the authority for the present duty 
on them is the terminated agreement. Under the trade agreements procedure, the 
President will issue a proclamation formally terminating the agreement, and putting 
into effect whatever new duties may be required because of its termination. 

BILLS ENACTED INTO LAW—The Congress has enacted into law bills which 
(1) continue existing suspension of duty on shoe lathes; casein (except sodium caseinate 
and phosphocaseinate); metal serap; and erude chicory (and continue reduction of duty 
on ground chicory); make permanent suspension of duty on coarse wools not finer than 
46s imported under bond for use in the manufacture of papermakers’ felts, and of the 
other products specified in paragraph 1101(b) of the Tariff Act; (3) add tight barrelheads 
of soft wood to the list of wood products that may be imported free of duty under para- 
graph 1805; and (4) add coconut meat, fresh or frozen, and shredded or grated, to para- 
graph 758, with duty at 1/10 cents per pound. 

BILLS UNDER CONSIDERATION IN THE CONGRESS—Now that the Senate is in 
session after its recent recess, it may resume consideration of a number of tariff bills 
passed by the House. Among these are H.R. 5547, relating to Virgin Island taxes, to 
which the Senate Finance Committee has added a rider proposing to impose import 
taxes on lead and zine; H.R. 8576 proposing to extend to vessel and plane crew members 
exemptions from duty similar to those allowed other United States residents under the 
provisions of paragraph 1798; H.R. 9240 proposing to permit informal customs entry for 
import shipments having an aggregate value not exceeding $400, instead of the $250

ference on the amendment which the Senate added to H.R. 5054, the repackaging bill, 

may send this bill to the President. 

NEW CUSTOMS FORMS—After consultation with the trade organizations concerned 
the Bureau of Customs has approved the revision of the Consumption and Warehoue 
Entry and related forms (Customs Forms 7501, 7591-A, B, and C, 7592, 7502-A, B. and «, 
and 6417 and 6417-A). These revised forms will be put into use on January 1, 1961. The 
present version of the forms listed will not be acceptable after that date. The Bureau 
has also designed a new form, Customs Form 5555, on which all appraising officers are 
to notify importers of the probable increase in duty, as required by Bsction 8.29(c) of the 
Customs Regulations. At the present time, the form used for this purpose varies from 
customs district to customs district and is reproduced locally. 

POWERS OF ATTORNEY TO CUSTOMHOUSE BROKERS—As amended by T.D. 55185, 
the Customs Regulations provide that effective August 26, 1960, a customs power of 
attorney may be executed in favor of any licensed customhouse broker, whether or not 
the broker is a corporation, and specify that the power of attorney is granted to the 
custumhouse broker to act through any of its licensed officers or any employee specifi- 
cally authorized to act for such customhouse by power of attorney filed by the custom- 
house broker with the collector of customs. 


ACTIONS UNDER THE ANTIDUMPING ACT 


No Sales at Less Than Fair Value—After investigating complaints of dumping, the 
Treasury Department has determined that the following are not being sold in the 
United States at less than fair value: (1) Rayon staple fiber from Norway. 

Notices of Suspicion of Dumping— we mgs of Portland gray cement from 
Portugal was withheld as of July 30, 1960, because the Bureau of Customs believes such 
cement is being dumped in the United States. Effective August 4, 1960, appraisement 
was withheld with respect to shoeboard manufactured by one firm in England. 

Determination of Sales At Less Than Fair Value—The Treasury Department has 
issued a formal finding under Section 201(a) of the Antidumping Act that bieyeles from 
Czechoslovakia are being dumped in the United States. In this case, the proper basis 
for a fair value comparison was the difference between purchase price and either home 
market price or constructed value. In computing purchase price, deductions were made 
for ocean freight, insurance, and inland freight; and it was found that purchase price, 
after these deductions, is lower than either home market price or constructed value. 
This finding was sent to the U. S. Tariff Commission, and the Commission is conducting 
the required investigation to determine whether or not the domestic industry is being, 
or likely to be, injured by reason of the sale of these bicycles in the United States. 


BILLS UNDER CONSIDERATION IN THE CONGRESS 


When the Congress reconvened in August, it had for consideration of the following 
measures: 

H.R. 5054—the repackaging bill. When the Senate passed it on July 2nd, an amend- 
ment was added providing that the bill shall not apply in those cases where the Secre-

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tary of the Treasury finds that compliance with its marking provisions would necessitate 

such substantial changes in customary trade practices as to cause undue hardship, and 

that an article was not repackaged for the purpose of concealing the country of its 

origin. The compromise adopted by the Senate must be accepted by the House before 

the bill can be sent to the President for his signature. 

H.R, 5547—As passed by the House, this bill amends certain provisions of the Internal 
Revenue Code relating to the Virgin Islands. While eonsidering it, however, the Senate 
Committee on Finance added as a rider to it another entirely unrelated bill, S. 3698, which 
proposes to impose import taxes on lead and zinc. Two members of the Finance Commit- 
tee, Senators Douglas and Gore, characterized this action as an attempt to undermine 
our reciprocal trade program and a return to logrolling on tariffs. Nevertheless, the 
Committee approved the bill with the rider, and reported it to the Senate, where it may 
come up for a vote when the Congress reconvenes in August. 

H.R. 8576—This bill proposes to extend to United States residents serving as officers 
or crew members of a vessel, aircraft, or other vehicle or conveyance arriving from a 
foreign country, the same exemptions from duties and taxes on personal and household 
articles as allowed residents of the United States returning from abroad under the 
provisions of paragraph 1798 of the Tariff Act. In the case of the officers and crew 
members, however, this privilege would be limited to an annual allowance of not more 
than $500, instead of the $1,000 allowed to returning residents. It was passed by the 
House on June 30, 1960. 

i.R. 9240—As passed by the House on June 30, 1960, this bill proposes to amend 
section 498(a)(1) of the Tariff Act to permit informal customs entry for import ship- 
ments having an aggregate value not exceeding $400.00, instead of the $250.00 limit now 
in force. The Committee on Ways and Means reported that the Departments of State, 
Treasury, and Commerce approve this bill. 

H.R. 10841—This bill proposes to add a new paragraph, Par. 1824, to the Tariff Act 
providing for the duty-free entry of bamboo pipe stems in whatever condition of manu- 
facture. Before approving it, the Committee on Ways and Means added an amendment 
providing that the proposed paragraph shall not apply to bamboo pipe stems from the 
Soviet Union and its satellites. As amended, the bill was passed by the House on July 2, 
196%. 
H.R. 12659—This bill, which proposes to allow duty-free entry for three years for 
heptanoic acid classifiable under par. 1 of the Tariff Act, was passed by the House ot 
tepresentatives on July 2, 1960. 

4.8. 12341—Since the 86th Congress convened, about ten bills have been introduced 
propesing to amend section 8e of the Agricultural Adjustment Act to extend the domestic 
restrictions it contains to imported citrus fruit, dates, figs, and shelled walnuts. On 
May 9%, 1960, the Sub-Committee on Domestic Marketing of the House Committee on 
Agriculture held public hearings on these bills during which the National Council 
American Importers and other organizations strongly opposed these proposals. 
June 1, 1960, the Committee on Agriculture reported to the House H.R. 12341 which 
proposes to extend section 8e restrictions only to shelled walnuts, dates, and products 
made principally of dates, leaving out citrus fruit, and figs. On June 17th, however, 
House Committee on Rules voted to table H.R. 12341. This may mean that the bill 
killed because, as a practical matter, such action by the Rules Committee stops any

Preliminary toll traffic statistics released 
by the St. Lawrence Seaway for the months 
of April, May and June reveal a substan- 
tial increase in tonnage over the same pe- 
riod of 1959. Total tonnage, upbound and 
downbound, on the Montreal-Lake Ontario 
section is 6,629,577, an increase of 1,138,241 
tons over the 5,491.336 tons which moved 
via this section during the corresponding 
period in 1959. The prediction of Seaway 
officials that 1960 tonnage would increase 
but the number of transits would remain 
constant, or perhaps decrease, is apparently 
being substantiated by the statistics thus 
far. The 0.27% increase in tonnage for the 
first three months of 1960 over that of 1959 
was accomplished even though there was a 
6.2% decrease in vessel transits, 2,249 in 
1960 compared to 2,398 in 1959. 

The statistics for the Welland Canal sec- 
tion reflect an even higher percentage of 


gain in traffic, 27.4%, for the period re- 
ported. Total tonnage for April, May and 
June was 2,232,117 tons greater in 1960 
than in 1959. The 1960 tonnage is 10,364,960, 
whereas in 1959 it was 8,132,843 tons. Here 
again, the official prediction of heavier 
loadings is borne out with the 2,675 trans- 
its for 1960 being but 22 in excess of the 
2,653 for the same period in 1959. 
oe

involve great danger to the proper administration of Customs as well as to the revenue 
itself. 

“The situation is aggravated by the fact that mail shipments are only spot-checked; 
and at our borders, entries may be made by a farmer, berry-picker or local cartman con- 
sidered to be the owner of the goods under the provisions of Section 8.6 (b) of the Customs 
Kegulations (19 C.F.R. Sec. 8.6 (b)). 

“We are not here dealing with an occasional shipment of a mere $400 value. It is 
quite possible for an individual importer to bring in two such shipments every day in 
the year and thus import about $250,000 in merchandise annually with legal exemption 
trom the requirements and safeguards which have been so carefully developed over the 
years. Multiplying this sum by the thousands of importers involved, one may realize 
the gigantic total with which we are concerned. 

“The situation is particularly serious in merchandise requiring little shipping space, 
such as handkerchiefs, laces, watch movements, semi-precious and synthetic stones and 
similar goods, some of which involve complicated rates of duty as well as many questions 
as to value 

“Some years ago, when the limitation on informal entries was increased from $100 
to $250, there was a tremendous increase in the number of such entries and a correspond- 
ing decrease in formal entries. If the limitation is now increased to $400, we can expect 
the same result—only more cnepeerasee. This progressive relaxation of Customs re- 
quirements, if permitted to continue, can only result in complete deterioration of our 
entire tariff system and its objectives of revenue and protection 

“We earnestly urge that you do all in your power to prevent the passage of H.R. 9240."

BALANCE OF PAYMENTS OUTLOOK—1960 REVISED 


A mid-year review of developments in United States international transactions by 
the NFTC Balance of Payments Group now indicates that commercial exports in 1960 
will run better than $2.5 billion ahead of the 1959 level. The upward revision in the 
estimate for commercial exports reflects the experience of the first half of this year when 
shipments were estimated to have reached $9.6 billion. Although a substantial improve- 
ment had been expected, the rate of increase has been greater than projected. Allowing 
for a weakening in the influence of certain special factors during the second half, the 
Group felt that continued high levels of business activity abroad and the opportunities 
created by trade liberalization measures would mean a strong sustained export demand 
for at least the remainder of the year. In agreeing on an estimate of $18.8 billion for 
commercial exports during 1960, some members of the Group indicated that they felt 
the total might very easily exceed $19 billion. 

With respect to commercial imports, the Group revised its January estimate rather 
sharply downwards to $15.4 billion from $15.9 billion. This new estimate is based on the 
fact that imports have lagged during the first half of the year and on the inability of 
the Group to foresee any immediate prospect for a substantial rise. 


CUBAN FOREIGN TRADE BANK DESIGNATED AS SOLE IMPORTER OF 
CERTAIN PRODUCTS 


According to an unclassified despatch dated July 16 from the American Embassy 
in Havana, the Cuban Foreign Trade Bank (BANCEC) has been designated as the sole 
importer of certain products. This action is pursuant to the provisions of Law 793 of 
1960 and Resolution No. 295 of the Ministry of Commerce published in the Cuban press 
on July 16. Since the commercial interests of many American firms doing business in 
Cuba may be adversely affected, a list of products involved can be obtained directly from 
the National Foreign Trade Council. 





CUBA 

For many months members of the National Foreign Trade Council have been deeply 
concerned with the business, financial and property situation in Cuba. As a corollary to 
the Cuban situation, mounting concern has also been expressed by members over the 
possibility of similar developments occurring in other countries, particularly in Latin 
America. 

Various committees of the NFTC have met periodically to discuss factors in Cuba 
having a bearing on United States trade and investments in that country, and to develop 
plans for the protection of United States business interests. 


INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT ASSOCIATION 


Announcement was made on August $th that the United States had formally joined 
the International Development Association. This new financial institution will not go 
into operation, however, until member countries whose subscriptions amount to 65% of 
the required total of $1 billion have joined. With the adherence by the United States 
the subscription total has now been brought to 43.1%. 

Since the International Development Association was first proposed, the National 
Foreign Trade Council has at various stages questioned the advisability of creating 
ancther intergovernmental! financial institution such as this. Accordingly, earlier this 
year when the United States Congress was considering legislation to authorize participa- 
tion by the United States in the International Development Association, the NFTC Board 
of Directors reviewed the Council's position with respect thereto and adopted a state- 
ment for transmittal to the appropriate officials of the United States Government at a 
later date. Now that the United States has formally adhered to the International Devel- 
opment Association, this statement has been transmitted to these orticials

IMPORT ACTIVITIES—Continued from page 786 
bill from being brought on the floor of the House for a vote. 

H.R, 12857—This bill proposes to impose an excise tax on mechanical cigarette lighters 
of 10 cents for each lighter but not more than 10% of the price for which a lighter is 
sold by the domestic manufacturer, or importer. It is believed that this bill is designed 
to sup rsede H.R. 8273. As originally introduced, that bill proposed to suspend the 
present 10% excise tax on lighters, but the Committee on Ways and Means amended it 
to provide for an excise tax of 10 cents on each lighter, regardless of its price. The 
Smokers’ Articles Division of the National Council of American Importers filed a strong 
protest against this proposal on the ground that it is contrary to the basic American 
me iple of equitable taxation. Although the Committee on Ways and Means approved 
H R S273. as amended, it has not yet reported it to the House.

The United States will send its first Trade Mission to Afghanistan and Iran in 
August, Secretary of Commerce Frederick H. Mueller announced “to increase trade and 
investments between those traditionally friendly nations and ourselves.” 

_ “It will be the purpose of this business-man Trade Mission to strengthen our his- 
torically close relations by exploring and developing new and mutually advantageous 
commercial ties, in particular new opportunities for selling more American goods,” 
Secretary Mueller asserted. 

U. 8S. exports of Afghanistan now consist mostly of automotive vehicles and parts, 
while our purchases from that country center mainly in karakul fur and wool. The 
Mission will seek to widen this export-import base and to find investment opportunities 
for mutual profit. 

Visits of private businessmen and officials to Iran have increased menieeanty this 
year, demonstrating a rising interest in the trade and investment opportunities inherent 
in the country’s developing economy. Part of the U. S. Mission’s time will be spent in 
acquainting Iranian officials and businessmen with American machinery and equipment 
which will best serve Iran in its plans for economic expansion.

SALABLE CUSTOMS FORMS 

Notice is hereby given pursuant to section 4 of the Administrative Procedure Act (5 
U.S.C. 1003), that, under the authority of section 1, 37 Stat. 434, and R.S. 251 (19 U.S.C. 
1, 66), it is proposed to amend § 24.14 of the Customs Regulations. 

The purpose of the proposed amendment is to establish a uniform policy for the 
sale of customs forms which will permit (1) the designation as salable of certain cus- 
toms forms which are now distributed free, and (2) the periodic adjustment in the price 
of salable customs forms as costs for printing and distribution change. The terms of the 
proposed amendment, in tentative form, are as follows: 

Page 1545 
Section 24.14 is deleted in its entirety and the following is substituted therefor: 


§ 24.14 Salable customs forms. 

(a) Customs forms for sale to the general public shall be designated by the 
Commissioner of Customs. Customs forms which are designated as salable shall meet 
the following conditions: (1) The form is distributed to private parties for use in 
completing customs transactions; (2) the quantity used nationwide annually is sufficient 
to justify the administrative costs involved in selling the form and accounting for the 
collections involved therein, or the form is primarily for the use of a special group; 
(3) distribution is or can generally be made in lots of 100 or more; (4) the form is 
normally distributed to commercial concerns (customhouse brokers, freight forwarders, 
vessel agents, carriers, regular commercial importers, etc.) rather than to or for the 
use of individuals or others (tourists, chuches, schools, occasional importers, etc.) for 
noncommercial purposes. 

The price of each salable customs form shall be established by the Com- 
missioner of Customs and shall be adjusted periodically as the varying costs of printing 
and distribution require. A list of salable customs forms showing the price at which 
each is sold shall be prominently posted in each customhouse in a location accessible to 
the general public. 

(c) Customs forms for sale to the general public, except unusually large or 
otherwise unsuitable forms, shall normally be prepared in units containing 100 copies. 
If a completely prepared bill or receipt is presented by the purchaser at the time of 
the purchase, the collector’s paid stamp shall be impressed thereon; otherwise, no 


receipt shall be given. 

Prior to the adoption of the proposed amendment, consideration will be given to 
any data, views, or arguments pertaining thereto which are submitted in writing to the 
Commissioner of Customs, Bureau of Customs, Washington 25, D. C., and received within 
a period of 30 days from August 12, 1960.

RAYON STAPLE FIBER FROM NORWAY 


complaint was received that rayon staple fiber from Norway was being sold in the 
United States at less than fair value within the meaning of the Antidumping Act of 1921. 

I hereby determine that rayon staple fiber from Norway is not being, nor likely to 
be, sold at less than fair value within the meaning of section 201(a) of the Antidumping 
Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)). : 

Statement of reasons. Rayon staple fiber from Norway is purchased outright by the 
United States importer in arms-length negotiations. The quantity of rayon staple fiber, 
the same as or similar to the rayon staple fiber sold to the United States, sold for home 
consumption was inadequate to form a basis for fair value comparison. Accordingly, 
purchase price was compared to the price at which the rayon staple fiber was sold to 
countries other than the United States. 

In the calculation of purchase price, deductions were made for the included ocean 
freight, insurance, duty, inland freight in the United States, and commission. In the 
calculation of the weighted-average third country price, deductions were made for the 
included ocean freight, insurance, and commission. Adjustment was also made for the 
moisture regain factor 

It was determined that the purchase price was not less than the price to countries 
other than the United States 

his determination and the statement of reasons therefor are published pursuant to 
section 201(c) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160 (c)). 


MARKING 


SINK STRAINERS, BASKET—Bureau of Customs Circular Letter No. 3103 dated 
December 7, 1959, is amended by deleting the fourth paragraph and substituting the 
following: The outlet shall be marked legibly and conspicuously by die stamping or 
similar means in a position where the marking can be readily seen upon a casual ex 
amination. Marking on the inner side wall or the outer side wall at a location at which 
the marking will not be obscured by the lock nut, washer, or terminal connecting nut 
constitute acceptable locations. Whether the marking on the outlet can be seen when 
the strainer is nested in the outlet is of no consequence insofar as the marking require- 
ments are concerned. (C/L 3103.) 

VALVES, BRASS PLUMBING—Samples of brass plumbing valves diesunk with the 
word “ITALY” on the outside in letters too small to be as legible and conspicuous as 
required under section 304, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, have been submitted to the 
Bureau. A sample valve, allegedly imported, which is not marked to indicate the name 
of the country of origin has also been received. 

Importations of valves shall be examined carefully to see that they are adequately 
marked. (C/L 31236.) 

FROZEN SHRIMP—There has been submitted to the Bureau the outer wrapping of a 
package of frozen shrimp imported from Mexico on which the marking of the country 
of origin is not as prominent and conspicuous as required by section 304, Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended. The words “Product of Mexico” appear on the wrapping under the 


heading: 

OCEAN GARDEN Ready to Fry, Frozen, Breaded Shrimp 
in such small type that they are likely to be overlooked by many purchasers. Future 
importations of these packages are not to be released from customs custody unless the 
marking of the country of origin is sufficiently legible and conspicuous to be noticed 
on a casual examination of the package. (C/L 3138.) 


STAINED GLASS WINDOWS—STAINED WINDOW GLASS 


In the case of Mission of San Gabriel, W. J. Byrnes & Co. v. United States, the United 
States Customs Court held in a decision dated April 26, 1960, published as C.D. 2171, that 
selected pieces of colored glass, 1 inch thick, laid over an artistically created window 
design, chipped so as to facet the glass, cemented together, are stained window glass, 
and when it is a work of art imported to be used in a house of worship, valued at $15 
or more per square foot, and imported in compliance with the regulations of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, free of duty under paragraph 1810, Tariff Act of 1930, rather than 
dutiable as articles of colored glass, not specially provided for, under paragraph 218(f). 

At it is believed that evidence can be obtained to support the Government’s position 
that merchandise of the type under consideration is not stained window glass or stained 
glass sare free of duty under paragraph 1810 it is proposed to retry the issue 
nvolived. 

Accordingly, the principle of C.D. 2171 will be limited to the merchandise the subject 
of the protest ruled on in that case and similar merchandise will be classifiable as 
articles of colored glass, not specially provided for, under paragraph 218(f) following 
T.D. 54591(99). [T.D. 55181.)

WOOL AND HAIR OF THE CAMEL 


Paragraph 1101(b) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, provides for the entry free 
of duty of certain wool or hair to be used in the manufacture of the articles enumerated 
therein. Public Law 86-557, approved June 30, 1960, amended this provision to add “paper- 
makers’ felts” as an article which may be manufactured under bond from such imported 
wool or hair. Accordingly, the first sentence of § 10.91(b) and footnote 83 appended to 
§ 10.91(a) are amended by inserting “papermakers’ felt,” immediately after “press cloth,”. 

(See 1 (par. 1101), 46 Stat. 646, as amended; 19 U.S.C. 1001, (par. 1101).) 

Pursuant to Public Law 86-557, the foregoing amendments are effective with respect 
to papermakers’ felts manufactured from imported wool or hair entered, or withdrawn 
from warehouse, for consumption on or after July 30, 1960.

Chemicals: calcium todate, potassium todate, and sodium iodate, if of medicinal grade, 
classifiable as medicinals, n.s.p.f., under par. 5, if not of medicinal grade, classifiable as 
chemical salts, n..s.p.f., under par. 5. [T.D. 55161(5).] 

Book, advertising, textual material, consisting of pages on various shoes, rubber heels 
and a variety of items related to the shoe industry, bilingual, containing 12 pages of 
iinglish and 12 of German text, approximately 30 pages of advertisement, and 42 pages 
illustrating the shoes without text, bound by loose paper covers and a plastic spiral 
binder running lengthwise down the binding side, classifiable under the provision for 
books in par. 1410. [T.D. 55170(4).] 

Books, pattern; loose leaf binder; paper pattern; folded tape; pamphlet or patterns. 
—Pattern book in loose leaf binder susceptible of authorship classifiable as printed matter 
under par. 1410. The loose leaf binder in c.v. of steel used to contain sheets classifiable 
as manufactured articles, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of steel, under par. 397. Paper pattern made of 
salmon colored paper classifiable as manufactures in c.v. of paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1413. 
Folded tape measure made of cotton fabric with cut edges classifiable as a manufacture 
in c.v. of cotton, n.s.p.f., under par. 923 and subject to additional duty under par. 924 if 
containing cotton staple 1% inches and over. Pamphlet of patterns classifiable as charts 
under par. 1410. Book of patterns and explanation susceptible of authorship classifiable 
as book under par.

Machine, processing, data, electrically operated, permits the automatic selection of 
pre-coded data for application to punched cards, punched tape or magnetic tape, classi- 
tiable as an article, having as an essential feature an electrical element or device, n.s.p.f., 
under pr. 353. [T.D. 55161(9).] 

Machine tools; testing machines.—A file testing machine which tests files by ascertain- 
ing how much work the files do on metal per a certain number of strokes, and operated 
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by other than hand power, classifiable as an article having as an essential feature an 
electrical element or device under par. 353, and not as a machine tool under par. 372. 
(T.D. 55167(5).] 

Motors, electric. Parts.—Electric motors for auto air conditioners, classifiable as 
articles having as an essential feature an electrical element or device, such as electric 
motors, under par. 353, and not as parts of articles (air conditioners) having as an essen- 
tial feature an electrical element or device, n.s.p.f., under the same par. even though 
chiefly used as parts of automotive air conditioners. [T.D. 55150(5).] 

Padding, plastic, a two-component material in separate packaging and unmixed, one 
a viscous black liquid composed of a synthetic resin of the polyester type derived from 
phthalic acid, and the other a powdered mixture of approximately 95% inorganic material 
and 5% of a coal-tar product, classifiable separately. The liquid is classifiable as a 
synthetic resin-like product derived from coal tar under par. 28(a), and the powder as 
a mixture in part of a coal-tar product under par. 27(a) (4) (5). (T.D. 55161(10).] 

Plaque, fairy-tale.—Paper board piaque printed otherwise than lithographically, hav- 
ing a hanger composed of metal, rayon thread and plastic pasted to the back of the 
plaque, in c.v. of paper board, classifiable as other manufactures in c.v. of paper, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 1413. [T.D. 55167(6).] 

Plastic sheets, bearing trade name “Apollon,” composed of several layers of polyvinyl 
chloride joined together but not laminated, the synthetic resin not containing a filler 
material, and the sheets being rigid plastic sheets, calendered and then pressed, dutiable 
at the rate applicable to cellulose acetate shets under par. 31(a) (1). [T.D. 55170(11).] 

Polyamide products not derived from coal-tar sources, in the form of granules, ex, 
truded film in sheets, and in lay-flat tubing, classifiable when in granule form, not derived 
from or containing cyclic products and made by the condensation of 1l-amino undecanoic 
acid, as a synthetic resin, n.s.p.f., under par. 11; when in lay-flat tubing form classifiable 
as nonenumerated manufactured articles, n.s.p.f., under par. 1558 unless similar in use 
to an enumerated dutiable article. Flexible plastic film in sheets .001 inch in thickness, 
containing no filler material, dutiable at the rate applicable to manufactures in c.v. of 
india rubber, n.s.p.f., under par. 1537(b). [T.D. 55159(6).] 

Polyethylene glycol is classifiable as a polymer of ethylene glycol under par. 2. 
(T.D. 55167(7).] 

Rackets, tennis.—Lightly constructed wooden frame rackets, 24 inches in overall 
length, 8 inches in width at the netted portion, weighing 4% ounces, strung with gut 
string, of such light and flimsy construction as to be suitable only for use by children, 
classifiable as a toy, n.s.p.f., under par. 1513, rather than as a racket ordinarily used in 
conjunction with balls primarily designed for use in physical exercise under par. 1502. 
(T.D. 55161(11).] 

Resin, non-coal-tar, synthetic (polyvinylidene chloride type), classifiable as a syn- 
thetic resin, n.s.p.f., under par. 11, and not as a polymer of vinyl alcohol under par. 2. 
1T.D. 55170(12).] 

Resistivity test set, consisting of a mechanical moving table with a mechanical holder 
for a 4-point probe used to measure the resistivity of germanium, the 4-point probe 
consisting of contacts similar to sewing machine needle points, each of which has an 
electrical connection for a wire which can be brought to a terminal on the outside case 
of the equipment, and which utilizes externally connected batteries, milliammeter, and 
millivoltmeter, classifiable as an article having as an essential feature an electrical ele- 
ment or device under par. 353. [T.D. 55167(8).] 

Rings, refractory, used to insulate and hold electrical heating elements in close 
proximity to a high temperature, and where to paint, color, etc., or ornament or decorate 
them would serve no useful commercial purpose, classifiable as articles composed wholly 
or in c.v. of earthy or mineral substances, n.s.p.f., whether susceptible of decoration or 
not, under par. 214, and not as articles composed in c.v. of china, porcelain, and other 
vitrified wares, plain white, under par. 212. [T.D. 55167(9).] 

Rollers, lawn, “sisis truelevel,” operated manually and composed of three steel rollers 
run on oil retaining bronze bearings with a steel frame to retain the rollers and a handle 
which is attached to the frame, classifiable as articles n.s.p.f., composed wholly or in c.v. 
of steel, manufactured, under par. 397, if containing 4 percent or more of copper by weight. 
{T.D. 55167(10).] 

Rug, tubular, composed of cotton, rayon, and wool, when in c.v. of rayon is classifiable 
as other floor coverings, n.s.p.f., under par. 1021, and when in c.v. of wool is classifiable 
as floor coverings in c.v. of wool, n.s.p.f., under par 1117(c). [T.D. 55170(13).] 
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Score sheets, bowling, paper, approximately 16 inches by 24 inches in size, with ad- 
vertisements of business establishments in the margins thereof not containing material 
susceptible of authorship, classifiable as manufactures of paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1413. 
(T.D. 55161(12).] 

Seals, hermetic, used in the manufacture of electrolytic condensers, transistors, and 
diodes, classifiable as parts of articles, suitable for modifying or rectifying electrical 
energy, in c.v. of metal, under par. 353. [T.D. 55161(13).] 

Sealing material, consisting of polyurethane foam synthetic resin impregnated with 
petroleum asphalt (the resin containing no filler or free carbon, and not serving as chief 
binding agent), in c.v. of petroleum asphalt, used to seal windows, roofs, concrete slabs, 
bricks, and to caulk concrete pipes, classifiable as an article wholly or in c.v. of earthy 
or mineral substances, n.s.p.f., not decorated under par. 214. [T.D. 55170(14).] 

Seat, toilet, covered with a thin sheet of pyroxylin and composed of wood flour bonded 
together by a synthetic phenolic resin which serves as chief binding agent classifiable as 
a manufacture in c.v. of a product of which a synthetic resin or resin-like substance is 
the chief binding agent, under par. 1539(b). [T.D. 55159(7).] 

Sheeting, plastic, made of polyvinyl chloride, a synthetic resin containing no filler 
material, in thickness from .010 inch at the surface to .025 inch at the place of embossing, 
for use in the manufacture of lamp shades, dutiable at the rate applicable to sheets in 
c.v. of cellulose acetate under par. 3l(a) (1). [T.D. 55159(9).] 

Sheeting, plastic, composed of a knit cotton fabric backing and a synthetic resin of 
the polyvinyl chloride type containing no filler material, classifiable according to com- 
ponent material of c.v. If in c.v. of the plastic surface, a simulated leather with pearl 
lustre, it is dutiable at the rate applicable to grained leather under par. 1530(d). If the 
knit cotton backing is the component material of c.v., classifiable as a manufacture in 
c.v. of cotton, n.s.p.f., under par. 923 plus the additional duty under par. 924 on the cotton 
contained therein having a staple length of 1% inches or more. [T.D. 55159(8).] 

Siding, made of two layers of wood veneer glued lengthwise to a layer of low grade 
cedar of varying widths for the back. and fused to a sheet of paperboard impregnated 
with a synthetic phenolic resin containing no filler material, produced in lengths of 
8, 9, and 10 feet and 12 inches wide, used in building construction, classifiable according 
to component material of c.v., as manufactures of wood, n.s.p.f., under par. 412, if in 
c.v. of wood, or as manufactures of paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1413 if in c.v. of paperboard. 
LT.D 55167(12).] ° 

Skirt, cotton, ornamented with miniature skirts appliqued to printed figures of danc- 
ing girls on the basic skirts are classifiable as ornamented (appliqued) wearing apparel 
under par. 1529(a) (9). [T.D. 55161(14).] 

Solvent, for use in quick drying lacquers, consisting of 65% ethyl acetate, and 35% 
isopropyl acetate, classifiable as a mixture of chemical compounds, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. 
{T.D. 55159(10).] : 

Spray, antibiotic, in pressurized cans, consisting of a mixture, in powder form of non- 
coal-tar antibiotics (neomycin sulphate, polymyxin B sulphate, and zine bacitracin) pres- 
surized with inert chlorofluoro hydrocarbon propellants, used for surgical prophylaxis 





and treatment of wound infections, classifiable as a medicinal preparation, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 5. (T.D. 55170(15).]. 
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Tape, adhesive, plastic, consisting of a strip of synthetic resin (polyvinyl chloride 
type) containing a filler material and backed with an adhesive substance, in c.v. of the 
plastic, classifiable as a manufacture in c.v. of any product of which any synthetic resin 
or resin-like substance is the chief binding agent under par. 1539(b). [T.D. 55167(13).] 

Tapes, friction, vinyl, consisting of a strip of brown semitransparent polyvinyl 
chloride containing no carbon and no filler material, manufactured by spreading adhesive 
on one face of polyvinyl chloride sheets and then slicing the sheets into strips of the 
desired width, generally not more than one inch wide, in c.v. of the plastic, and used for 
masking, edging, and positioning in lithography, not being similar in use to any dutiable 
enumerated article, are classifiable as nonenumerated manufactured articles under par. 
1558. [T.D. 55167 (15).) 

Tape, friction, vinyl, consisting of a strip of green, red, yellow, blue, clear or trans- 
parent polyvinyl chloride containing no filler material manufactured by spreading ad- 
hesive on one face of polyvinyl chloride sheets and then slicing the sheets into strips of 
the desired width, generally not more than one inch wide, in c.v. of the plastic, and suit- 
able for general use, dutiable at the rate applicable to finished or partly finished articles 
in c.v. of transparent bands, sheets, or strips of compounds of cellulose not over 0.003 
inch thick under par. 31(b) (2). [T.D. 55167(14).] 

Tile, measuring approximately 11 x 11 x 2 inches, and weighing a little over 10 pounds, 
made of a clay-like substance, used for walks and patio paving, classifiable under the 
provision for quarries or quarry tile % inch thick or more under par. 202(a). [T.D. 
55170(16).} 

Tourist literature, issued at the instance and expense of the British Travel Associa- 
tion which operates directly under the Board of Trade, a government department, may be 
granted free entry under the provision for tourist literature containing historical, geo- 
graphic, timetable, travel, hotel, or similar information, chiefly with respect to places or 
travel facilities outside the continental United States issued by foreign governments or 
departments, agencies, or political subdivisions thereof, boards of trade, chambers of 
commerce, automobile associations, or similar organizations or associations, under par. 
1629(d) See T.D. 54698(3) which states that such material published by a foreign travel 
association is not within the scope of par. 1629(c) pertaining to the free entry of catalogs, 
price lists, or trade notices relating to offers, by a person whose principal place of busi- 
ness or bona fide residence is in a foreign country, to sell or rent products of a foreign 
country or to furnish foreign or international transportation. [T.D, 55161(15).] 

Tucking.—-A cotton blouse made by cutting slits in the body of the material, sewing 
up tubes of the same material with generous margins beyond the seams, inserting the 
tubes in the slits using the generous margins to sew the tubes to the main body of the 
garment, applying heat and pressure to the tubes to make them box pleats, applying 
strips of cloth at top and bottom of pleats to hold the pleats in piace, thereby creating 
“false tucking” is not an article in part of tucking as that term is used in par. 1529(a), 
but it is classifiable as wearing apparel in c.v. of cotton, n.s.p.f., under par. 919. [T.D. 
55167(16).] 

Tucking.—A single tuck on each sleeve of a shirt is enough to make the shirt classi- 
fiable as an article in part of tucking under par. 1529(a). [T.D. 55167(17).] 

Washer, fire hose, made of tough aluminum alloy weighing 18 pounds, capable of 
washing all types and sizes of fire hose up to 3 inches by suspending the hose in conical 
water curtains, shaped in the form of a plumbing “T” for connection to a hydrant or 
pump when in operation, classifiable as manufactured articles, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of aluminum 
under par. 397. [T.D. 55159(11).] 


AMERICAN GOODS RETURNED 
Articles returned after exportation for repairs or alterations.—Men’'s worsted suitings 
exported for redyeing are “altered” within the meaning of par. 1615(g) (1), as amended, 
in view of the decision of the United States Customs Court in the case of Amity Fabrics, 
Inc. Vv United States, C.D. 2104, and may be classified under that provision. [T.D. 55167(1).] 


DRAWBACK 

Installation of domestic engines in airframe (aircraft less engines and accessories), 
the airframe having been withdrawn from manipulation warehouse after removal of 
foreign engines and accessories, would constitute a manufacture for drawback purposes. 
IT.D, 55170(1).] 

INSULAR POSSESSIONS 

Dyes.—(a) The processing in the Virgin Islands of Romanthrene blue FGD presscake 
—color index vat blue 14 (of foreign origin) with sodium hydroxide, dispersing and 
hygroscopic agents, and water to form a vat dye; (b) the processing in the Virgin Islands 
of powder type Rhodamine, color index basic violet 10 (of foreign origin) with Cellosolve, 
diethylene giycol, and water to form soluble dye; (c) the processing in the Virgin Islands 
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of Giallio Somalie A color index solvent yellow 2 color (of foreign origin) with light 
mineral oil and Toluol to form an ink; (d) the resination of Turchese signale Luce Tr 
color index pigment blue 15 (of foreign origin) with diacetate and a dispersing agent to 
form masterbatches for spin dyeing of fibers; (e) the resination of Turchese Signale Luce 
Tr color index pigment blue 15 (of foreign origin) with light crepe rubber, sulphur, 
stearic acid, 2-mercapto benzothiazole, hexamethylene tetramine, zinc oxide, barium sul- 
phate, and titanium dioxide to form masterbatches for dyeing of rubber; (f) the resina-

Watch bands, expansion.—The importation into the Virgin Islands of expansion watch 
band skeletons of foreign manufacture, and the joining there of such skeletons (by use 
of a compressed air press) with top shells and end pieces of United States manufacture, 
thereby forming completed expansion watch bands, would result in articles the manu- 
facture or production of the Virgin Islands entitled to free entry into the United States 
provided the value requirements of section 301, are met and there is compliance with the 
pertinent regulations. [T.D. 55161(1).] 


PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 
“Philippine article.’”—Rope made in the Philippines from polyethylene filament manu- 
factured in the United States would be a “Philippine article” as defined in the Protocol 
to Accompany the Philippine Trade Agreement Revision Act of 1955 (T.D. 53965). [T.D. 
55167 (2).]

RYE, RYE FLOUR, AND RYE MEAL—ABSOLUTE QUOTA 

Pursuant to the provisions of Presidential Proclamation No. 3306, dated August 4, 
1959 (T.D. 54914), I have determined that during the 12-month period beginning July 1, 
1960, a total of 143,606,079 pounds of rye, rye flour, and rye meal may be entered for con- 
sumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption, of which not more than 11,575 
pounds may be in the form of rye flour or rye meal. 

Of the total quantity which may be entered, or withdrawn, for consumption during 
the year beginning July 1, 1960, not more than 140,733,957 pounds may be the product 
of Canada and not more than 2,872,122 pounds may be the product of other foreign 
countries. [T.D. 55173.]

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RELEASE OF MERCHANDISE UNDER SPECIAL PERMITS—CUSTOMS 
REGULATIONS AMENDED 


As the result of a survey to determine the value of a suggestion from the field for 
the use of consolidated report on the summary sheet, customs Form 6417, in lieu of a con- 
sumption entry permit, customs Form 7501-A, for merchandise released under a term 
immediate delivery permit, the Bureau has decided that the Customs Regulations should 
be no to permit the adoption of the plan by collectors of customs under certain 
conditions. 

It is also desirable to include in the Customs Regulations advice on when an entry 
permit on customs Form 7501-A, 5119, or 5119-A is required to be submitted with an entry 
for merchandise released under an immediate delivery application and permit for a single 
importation.

Accordingly, section 8.59(g) of the Customs Regulations is amended by adding the 

following at the end thereof: 
Each formal consumption entry, except where the collector has approved the use of 
a consolidated report on the summary sheet (customs Form 6417) in lieu of the 
reports on customs Form 7501-A, or informal entry for merchandise released under a 
term immediate delivery permit shall be accompanied by an entry permit on customs 
Form 7501-A, 5119, or 5119-A, as applicable, for execution by customs officers on the 
permit of the reports of action. Such consolidated report, which may be printed or 
rubber stamped in the —- on the summary sheet normally used to designate ex- 
amination packages, shall read substantially as follows:

REPORTS 


WATCH MOVEMENTS—A report on the developments in the trade in watch move- 
ments since the “escape clause” action, on July 27, 1954, modifying the concession thereon 
granted in the trade agreement with Switzerland signed January 9, 1936. This report was 
made pursuant to paragraph 1 of Executive Order 10401 of October 14, 1952. That order 
prescribes procedures for the periodic review of escape-clause actions. Such review is 
limited to the determination of whether a concession that has been modified or withdrawn 
ean be restored in whole or in part without causing or threatening serious injury to the 
domestic industry concerned. 

TOWELING OF FLAX, HEMP, OR RAMIE—Report on the developments in the trade 
in toweling of flax, hemp, or ramie since the “escape clause” action effective July 25, 1956, 
withdrawing the concession granted in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade on 
such toweling classifiable under paragraph 1010 of the Tariff Act of 1930. This report 
was made pursuant to paragraph 1 of Executive Order 10401 of October 14, 1952. hat 
order prescribes procedures for the periodic review of escape-clause actions. Such review 
is limited to the determination of whether a concession that has ben modified or with- 
drawn can be restored in whole or in part without causing or threatening serious injury 
to the domestic industry concerned. 

BARBED WIRE—<A report of its finding and conclusion in connection with “escape 
clause” investigation No. 7-86, conducted under section 7 of the Trade Agreements 
Extension Act of 1951, as amended. This investigation covered barbed wire, which is free 
of duty under paragraph 1800 of the Tariff Act of 1930: the duty-free status of this 
article was bound, effective January 1, 1948, in the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade. The Commission found that barbed wire is not being imported into the United 
States in such increased quantities, either actual or relative (to domestic production), as 
to cause or threaten serious injury to the domestic industry producing like or directly 
competitive products. The Commission therefore made no recommendation to the President 
for the modification or withdrawal of the concession applicable to such wire. 

U.S. PRODUCTION OF MOST TAR CRUDES—Preliminary report on U.S. production 
and sales of tar and tar crudes in 1959. The report, seventh in a series on production and 
sales of synthetic organic chemicals in 1959, gives preliminary statistics for that year 
on tar, crude light oil, and crude products—such as benzene, toluene, xylene, and creosote 
oil—derived from coal tar. 

U.S. PRODUCTION AND SALES OF SYNTHETIC PLASTICS AND RESIN MATERIALS 
—Preliminary report on U. S. production and sales of synthetic plastics and resin mate- 
rials in 1959. The report, eighth in a series on production and sales of synthetic organic 
chemicals in 1959, gives preliminary statistics for that year on plastics and resin ma- 
terials by chemical classes and major uses. 

U.S. PRODUCTION OF PESTICIDES AND OTHER ORGANIC AGRICULTURAL CHEM- 
ICALS—Preliminary report on U.S. production and sales of pesticides and other organic 
agricultural chemicals in 1959. The report, ninth in a series on production and sales of 
synthetic organic chemicals in 1959, gives preliminary statistics for that year on pesticides 
by principal uses—fungicides, herbicides, insecticides, rodenticides, soil conditioners, and 
soil fumigants. 

U.S. PRODUCTION AND SALES OF MEDICINALS—Preliminary report on U. S. pro- 
duction and sales of medicinals in 1959. The report, tenth in a series on production and 
sales of synthetic organic chemicals in 1959, gives preliminary statistics on production 
and sales of medicinals grouped by chemical class.

Brooms—Notice is hereby given that on June 30, 1960, the United States Tariff 
Commission received an application from the National Broom Manufacturers and Allied 
Industries Association for an investigation under section 336 of the Tariff Act of 1930 
(19 U.S.C. 1336) of the differences in the costs of production of brooms made of broom corn 
produced in the United States and of such brooms produced in foreign countries. The 
foreign brooms are dutiable under paragraph 1506 of the Tariff Act of 1930 at the rate 
of 25 per centum ad valorem, and applicants seek an increase in duty. 

The application is available for public inspection at the office of the Secretary of the 
Commission in Washington, D.C., and at the Commission’s office in New York City located 
in Room 437 of the Customhouse, where it may be read and copied by persons interested. 

The Commission is conducting a preliminary inquiry to determine whether a formal 
investigation for the purposes of section 336 is warranted. 

Iron Ore—The United States Tariff Commission, on the 6th day of July 1960, under 
the authority of section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951, as amended, 
instituted an investigation to determine whether iron ore (including manganiferous iron 
ore), provided for in paragraph 1700 of the Tariff Act of 1930, is, as a result in whole or 
in part of the customs treatment reflecting concessions granted thereon under trade 
agreements, being imported into the United States in such increased quantities, either 
actual or relative, as to cause or threaten serious injury to the domestic industry pro- 
ducing like or directly competitive products. A resolution requesting this investigation 
was adopted by the Committee on inance, United States Senate, on June 30, 1960, and 
was received by the Commission from the Chairman of the Committee on July 1, 1960. 

Public hearing ordered—A public hearing in connection with this investigation will 
be held beginning at 10 a.m. E.S.T., on October 11, 1960, in the Hearing Room, Tariff 
Commission Building, 8th and E Streets, NW., Washington, D.C. Interested parties desiring 
to appear and to be heard at the hearing should notify the Secretary of the Commission, 
in writing, at least five days in advance of the date set for the hearing. 

Fresh Fruits and Vegetables—Pursuant to a resolution adopted by the Committee on 
Ways and Means of the House of Representatives, the United States Tariff Commission 
has instituted a general investigation under the authority of section 332 of the Tariff 
Act of 1930 (19 U.S.C. 1332) of the conditions of competition in the market areas served 
by the producers in the Imperial, Palo Verde, and Coachella Valleys and adjoining areas 
of Southern California between fresh fruits and vegetables produced in such areas and 
those produced in foreign countries. 

The Ways and Means Committee resolution directs the Commission to include in its 
report of the results of the investigation a summary of the facts obtained in the in- 
vestigation with regard to domestic production, imports, domestic consumption, United 
States exports, comparability of the domestic and imported products, and the degree of 
competition between them with respect to the particular products and geographic areas 
referred to, and a statement of the United States customs treatment since 1930 with special 
reference to seasonal rates of duty. 

If public hearings in connection with this investigation are deemed appropriate, an- 
nouncement of such hearings will be made. 


ARTICLES CONTAINING COTTON 


The Tariff Commission released its report to the President on the results of its 
investigation No. 22-22 on articles containing cotton. This investigation was instituted 
in response to the President's letter of November 10, 1959, in which he requested the 
Commission to make an investigation under section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act as amended to determine whether a fee equivalent to the per-pound export subsidy 
rate on raw cotton should be imposed on the cotton content of imported articles to pre- 
vent such imports from rendering or tending to render ineffective or materially inter- 
tering with the export program of the U. S. Department of Agriculture for cotton and 
cotton articles. 

The Commission found (Commissioners Schreiber and Sutton dissenting) that imports 
of articles containing cotton were not rendering or tending to render ineffective or mate- 
rially interfering with the Department of Agriculture’s cotton export subsidy program. 
The Commission therefore made no recommendation to the President for the imposition 
of a fee or other import restriction on the imports of such articles.
